Dur- 
ing all our negotiations we were 
assured that the hotel was not 
anti-union, but on April 21 we 
learned that the Deauville had 
obtaineq an injunction restrain- 
ing the Hotel and Restaurant 
Workers and Bartenders local 
from normal labor organization 
activity.” 


Lazere pointed out that “the 
switch has been very costly to 
the Congress, but if we do not 
stand up for our beliefs then 
what good are we as an organ- 
ization.” 


WALTER REUTHER, presi- 
dent of the United Auto Work- 
ers, is one of the speakers sched- 
uled at the five-day meeting. 


Another spokesman for the 
congress, Richard Cohen, ex- 
plained that it would have been 
most embarrassing for Walter 
Reuther and “under the circum- 
stances he could not have par- 
ticipated in our program.” 


The attorney for the Deauville 
declareqd that the hotel would 
file a damage suit against the 
Congress. He asked Judge Ray 
Pearson for an _ immediate 
emergency injunction. 





Israel Clears 
Hertz, Says 
Not In Boycott 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The, Is- 
rael Government tourist office in 
Jerusalem has made an official 
statement with regard to its 
earlier charge that Hertz car 
rental had yielded to the Arab 
boycott. The Israel government 
regretted the charge and called 
the matter a “misunderstand- 
ing” due to erroneous informa- 
tion. 


The government tourist corp. 
further said that it is entirely 
convinced that Hertz is as ready 
today as it always has been to 
operate a branch in Israel. 


Earlier information received 
by The POST and OPINION 
(NJP, Feb. 14) had indicated 
the breakoff of Hertz negotia- 
tions with an Israeli firm was 
caused at least partly by their 
new relationship with the Amer- 
ican Express Co. 


Though Hertz merged their 
foreign operation with Ameri- 
can Express in December, 1957, 
correspondence made available 
to the POST and OPINION re- 
porter indicates that the Paris 
office of Hertz American Ex- 
press International Ltd. and the 
Israe] Government Tourist Corp. 
in Jerusalem had been conduct- 
Ing negotiations for Hertz to 
rent cars in Israel.

Vital problems of integration 
in the North and in the South 
will be explored in a panel dis- 
cussion to take place Thursday 
afternoon, May 15. Participants 
will be Rabbi Charles Mantin- 
band of Hattiesburg, Miss., and 
WIil Maslow, general counsel of 
AJCongress. 

Another topic of pressing con- 
cern to Jews everywhere—“The 
Great Debate: The Nature and 
Identity of the Jewish People” 
—will be examined on Thursday 
evening at a plenary to be ad- 
dressed by Dr. Joachim Prinz, 
rabbi of Temple B’nai Abraham, 
Newark, N. J. 


AN UNUSUAL highlight of 
the biennial convention will be 
a three-way debate on church- 
state problems in America today. 
Thee debate, entitled “Inter- 
religious Relations—Conflict or 
Competition?”

It’s 
a desecration of religion to at- 
tack Israel this way; it’s a stab 
in the back, and an utterly ir- 
religious and wanton act.” 


The N. Y. Times’ advertise- 
ment condemned Israel also for 
drafting women into army serv- 
ice, digging up bones from an- 
cient cemeteries and assigning 
religious immigrants in  non- 
religious settlements.

“I cannot say that Israel has 
advanced as much spiritually as 
she has scientifically and cul- 
turally,” the rabbi added, “Is- 
rael is now ready for a spiritual 
reflorescence, but Israel's first 
decade heralds no such reflor- 
escence,” he said. 


THE ZIONIST leader said he 
believed “conditions are ripe” 
for a religious revival in Israel. 
The “vacuum in the heart of the 
Israeli” is filled “unfortunately” 
with a variety of “cheap, danger- 
ous substitutes,” he: declared. 


He did not refer to militar- 
ism by name as one of these 
“substitutes.” But he added that 
“militarism as such can never 
strike roots in the heart of Is- 
raeli youth” and that “the sin- 
cere yearning for peace is much 
stronger than inclinations toward 
militarism or demonstrations of 
force.” 


The “vacuum” In the heart of 
Israeli youth, Rabbi Silver said, 
will be filled only by a return to 
the faith of our fathers, which 
sustained the vitality of the 
Jewish people from generation 
to generation.” 


RABBI SILVER assailed Is- 
raeli Prime Minister’ Ben- 
Gurion for his attacks on Amer- 
ican Zionism. 

“Ben-Gurion’s attacks will not 
attract even one immigrant from 
America,” he declared, 

Asked about his definition of 
a Zionist today, Rabbi Silver 
said that the classical definition 
of a Zionist still sufficed, namely 
to assure the existence of a 
Jewish state capable of receiv- 
ing Jews who wish or need to go 
there. 


ZIONISM never demanded per- 
sonal fulfillment, he asserted. 

Rabbi Silver said he tried to 
explain to Ben-Gurion that Di- 
aspora Jews will help Israel with 
money and political influence. 
Only the Zionists, who identify 
themselves with Israel’s activ- 
ities, will help out with political 
activity. 

He said such an important po- 
litical force in the United States, 
for example, is one which every 
land would be grateful for, es- 
pecially now that the Ameri- 
can stock in the mideast has 
risen. 

Asked if he had convinced 
Ben-Gurion, Dr. Silver said “I 
don’t know if I managed to con- 
vince him. Ben-Gurion was 
silent. As we see it, this also 
was an accomplishment.” 





Rabbi Urges American Jews to Go to Israel 


ORANGE, N. J. (NJP)—The 
settlement of a “substantial 
number” of American Jews in

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Kosher Store Takes ‘Close Sunday’ To US Court

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — A 
Springfield storekeeper has ap- 
pealed a case involving the con- 
stitutionality of Sunday “blue 
laws” to Federal district court 
in Boston. 

Harold Chernock, doing busi- 
ness as Crown Kosher Super- 
market, seeks a _ declaratory 
judgement against Police Chief 
Raymond P. Gallagher, whom 
he named as defendant. 

The appeal to the Federal 
court is based on a finding of 





the full bench of the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court that Cher- 
nock violated laws of the Com- 
monwealth in opening his store 
for business on Sunday. 


THE APPEAL will be consid- 
ered by Federal District Judge 
William T. McCarthy, of the U. .S 
Court of Appeals, 

In his complaint, Chernock 
stated that kosher markets close 
on Saturdays, the Jewish Sab- 
bath, also are forced to close 
Sundays under state law. He al- 
leges the Jaw is unconstitutional 





in that it discriminates against 
a particular religious faith. 

THE COMPLAINT also states 
the manager of the Crown was 
arrested and prosecuted for doing 
business on Sunday. 

The state supreme court last 
Nov. 13, upheld Chernock’s con- 
viction and fine on three com- 
plaints brought by the Spring- 
field Crime Prevention bureau 
that the storekeeper opened il- 
legally for business on May 2, 
1954, May 30, 1954, and June 6, 
1954, all Sundays. 


The state supreme court de- 
cision, upholding the superior 
court findings, stated that “It 
is apparent that the facts show 
violations . . . of the General 
Laws and do not bring the de- 
fendant within the limitations 
provided ... namely (the limi- 
tations) shall not prohibit the 
selling or delivering of kosher 
meat by any person who, accord- 
ing to his religious belief, ob- 
serves Saturday as the Lord’s 
Day by closing his place of 
business during the day until 6 





p. m., or the keeping open of 
his shop on the Lord’s day for 
the sale of kosher meat between 
the hours of 6 a. m. and the fore- 
noon,” 


THE SUPREME COURT de. 
cision noted: “That the rights of 
the defendant to religious liberty 
and equality under the consti- 
tution of this commonwealth are 
not violated by. the enforcement 
of the instant statute is settled, 
There was no error in denying 
the defendant’s motion to dis- 
miss.” 








Interdating Held OK, But Hillel

Datirg persons of different 
faiths was approved, but the 
young delegates felt that inter- 
marriage would, in a majority 





of cases, “place too great a 
strain on a marriage.” 

“THE IDEALS of Judaism can 
be perpetuated better by marry- 
ing within our religion, rather 
than risking our beliefs in a 
mixed marriage,” one student 
said. 

Most of the delegates feared 
that in a mixed marriage one or 
ihe other of the partners would 





have to subjugate his religion, 
and this would tend to develop 
into marital] discords. 

Students were told by Dr. 
Stanley B. Hoenig, director of 
Yeshiva University department 
of adult education, to “identify 
yourselves more with your re- 
ligion.” 

DR. HOENIG deplored the 
cases of Jewish students who 
endeaevor to hide their heritage 
and blend into the college crowd. 

“Such attempts at assimila- 
tion,” Dr. Hoenig said, “cheapen 
what is considered noble by your 
fellow Jews.’

The existing agreement be- 
twéen the RA and the Jewish 
Theological Seminary faculty, 
that their joint law committee 
deal with all matters of mar- 
riage and divorce came under 
severe criticism though 


it as was the case last year when 
a separate RA committee was 
set up to restudy the Epstein 
proposal. The Epstein proposal, 
made by the late Rabbi Louis 
Epstein, recommended that a 
rider be added to the ketuba 
(marriage contract) which in 
effect gave the wife permissign 
to act in her mate’s behalf in 
arranging for a divorce in some 
situations, The new Conserva- 
tive ketuba commits the hus- 
band to abide by a ruling by a 
beth din (Jewish court). 

The present agreement expires 
at the 1959 convention. The con- 
vention, with barely a quorum 
present, passed two unanimous 


resolutions dealing with the 
agreement. 
The first, a sharp protest 


against the committee for not 
making headway in the other 
areas of the Aguna problem be- 
sides the new ketuba (marriage 
contract), informed the seminary 
faculty that their contract 
terminates in 1959 and set up a 
committee to study futuyg policy 
on marriage and divorce laws 
for the RA. 

The second resolution set up 
another committee to work with 
the presenet RA members of 
the joint law committee to ne- 
gotiate with the seminary on 
renewing or dropping the exist- 
ing contract. 


SOME RABBIS on the left 
argued that social] customs as 
we know them today should 
govern our attitude toward 
equality for women under Jew- 
ish law and no attempt should 
be made to rationalize or adapt 
the Halaha. Others on the left 
claimed that the halahic rules 
should be liberally interpreted 
so that the rights of women be 
equalized under Jewish law. 
The rightist rabbis argued 
that halahic Jaw basically must 
be followed and only, as in the 
case of the new ketuba, when the 
innovation meets halahic_ re- 
quirements can change be ef- 
fected.

testing met with sharp criticism 
from many delegates. Opposing 
this view was a resolution offered 
from the floor which called for 
disassociatiing the convention 
from the president’s view and 
calling upon the government to 
halt nuclear teesting.

CONCORD HOTEL, Lake Kia- 
mesha, N. Y. (NJP)—A groping 
for a program which would lead 
to further identification between 
Israel and the Conservative 
movement formed a significant 
part of discussions at a con- 
vention of the Conservative rab- 
bis here. 

A major paper by Rabbi 
Mordecai Kaplan, beloved leader 
of the Reconstructionist move- 
ment, urged that the Conserva- 
tive rabbinate seek entry into 
the World Zionist Organization 
as a constituent body. 


DR. KAPLAN’S talk was read 
to the assembled rabbis. He was 
unable to attend because of_ill- 
ness of Mrs. Kaplan. In his talk 
he contended that since we can- 
not rely on uniformity of belief 
and practice in Jewish life, it 
is necessary to employ Zionism 
as the best agency for recon- 
structing the continuity and 
spirituality of Jewish life. 


The convention heard other 
speakers call for the Conserva- 
tive rabbis to ; 2 
take up resi- 
dence in Israel 
for periods of |} 
one year or 1. ie 
longer. This ! 
view was criti- 
cized by Rabbi 
Simon Green- 
berg who felt 
that rabbis go-

' Greenberg 
to live for one year was con- 
descending. He claimed that one 
ought to go to Israel to live 
altogether or not go at all— 
unless, of course, as a tourist. 


OUTGOING president Rabbi 
faron Blumenthal called upon 
the rabbis to urge American Jew- 
ry to give up their prize posses- 
sions—their children—to Israél. 
In an open call for Aliya to Israel 
the Mt. Vernon rabbi hoped fora 
substantial migration of young 
Jews from this country to Israel. 
Though he had no plans for its 
iraplementation, the first step, 
he felt should be the elimina- 
tion of obstacles put in the way 
of those that want to go on 


aliva by their “well meaning” 
parents. 

It was evident by the dis- 
cussion that the rabbis were 


Searching for more concrete re- 
lationships with Israel. 


Rabbi Ralph Simon of Chicago 
was concerned over the fact that 
Orthodox elements as well as 
non-religious elements were in- 
sensitive to the religious feelings 
of American Jews. He cited the 
case of an Orthodox yeshiva in 
Jerusalem refusing to admit 
a Jewish Theological Seminary 
Student to study for one year to 
illustrate the first charge. Fur- 
thermore, he added, these same 
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institutions come to us for fi- 
nancial help—and we help them. 

Indicating the slight on the 
part of the non-religious ele- 
ments Rabbi Simon chided the 
Israeli representatives in this 
country for their callous treat- 
ment of Jewish religion here, 
He cited Israel Foreign Minister 
Golda Meir who was scheduled 
to speak at a Bond affair on the 
Sabbath as an example. Only 
after threat of resignations by 
many rabbis was the affair post- 
poned, reported the rabbi indig- 
nantly. He further cited an Is- 
rael consul who appeared on 
TV in a night club on Friday 
night during Passover, and the 
Inbal dance performance in Chi- 
cago on Friday night and Sat- 
urday. 

Another view vis a vis Zion- 
ism was offered by aoninney 
Prof, Abraham Hes: ' 4 
chel who opined 
that there are Jews. 
in “exile” living in: ”’ 
Israel as there are: 
living in the og 
aspora. Though he i 
called for work Heschel 
within the Zionist movement 
and indicated that living in Is- 
rael is truly the vehicle fcr Jew- 
ish experience, the hasidic pro- 
fessor charged that the first ac- 
tion of Zionism should be within 
the individual himself. He urged 
the rabbis to stimulate their 
congregants to search for Jew- 
ish meaningfulness with them- 
selves rather than from outside 
causes and programs.

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Ad Questioning 
Resort Kashrut 
Rejected by Paper

NEW YORK (NJP)—The Jew- 
ish Daily Forwarg refused an 
ad calling for the investigation 
of resort hotels that claim they 
are kosher. 

The ad was submitted by the 
Kashrut-Supervisors Union, 
local 621. 

LOUIS POSS of the Daily 
Forward claimed that the ad 
“mentioned too many names. 
We don’t want to jeopardize too 
many people.” 

Rabbi H. Judah Hurwitz, sec- 
retary-manager of the Kashrut- 
Supervisors union, told The POST 
and OPINION that the reason 
the ad was refused was because 
“the Forward receives advertis- 
ing from these resorts and they 
don’t want to lose the business.” 

“THERE IS less censorship in 
Russia than in the Daily For- 
ward,” he added. 

The ad demanded that resort 
hotels must be checked for 
kashrut, because many that ad- 
vertise they are kosher are not. 
These hotels put a picture of a 
hazan with a large yarmulka in 
the ad and because of this the 
public assumes the hotel {fs 
kosher. The advertisement added 
that there are enough kosher 
hotels so the public need not be 
fooled.

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MEET YOUNGSTERS WHOM YOU'VE GIVEN HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—Last week I reported in this column 
on the generosity of readers who had contributed 
a total of almost $3,000 to enable bright and tal- 
ented, but needy young Israeli students, to con- 
tinue their high school education. 

Because of its overwhelming economic burdens, 
Israel has not yet reached the 
stage when a high school educa- 
tion can be made available to 
every youth, and so it is that 
only those whose parents can af- 
ford the tuition, or only those 
who are the very brightest of all 
and can win scholarships, get to 
go to high school. It is encour- 
aging to report that the govern- 
ment of Israel has each year been 
increasing the number of such Alpert 
scholarships, but thousands of boys and girls are 
not yet adequately provided for. 

Who are these boys and birls? Following are 
a few thumb-nail sketches of some of the young 
people who are this year being aided by readers 
of this paper: 

MEET 17-YEAR-OLD Judith Weiss, who came 
to Israel with her family in 1950. 

Her father is a laborer; her mother is sick. 
Together with a younger sister and an aged aunt 
they all live in one room. In order to go to high 
school, Judith herself went out to work. 

She was a farm laborer during the summer 
vacation, and for the rest of the year tutored less 
bright children. Afternoons she teaches a special 
class of fourth grade backward pupils — and eve- 
nings she serves as secretary at a night school. 

Of course, this kind of program affected both 
her health and her studies. She was on.the verge 
of dropping out of high school when generous help 
came from America to cover her tuition. 

YONA CHEVRAH, 15 years old, came from 
Yemen in 1949. The family was not blessed with 
worldly goods, but there were nine children. 





The hardships of the trip to Israel, most of 
the way on foot, affected her father, and he has 
been unable to work. 

Of the nine children, only Yona has dared to 
enter high school, and if not for help would have 
had to drop out early in the year. 

YORAM AVERHAN is typical of many. 

His is one of the families which immigrated 
to Israel from Poland only last year. He has an 
eager mind; likes to read; wants to acquire skills 
and help ‘support his family. He has enrolled at 
a technical high school and shows talents in the 
mechanical line. 

MIRIAM TEMIN was born in Budapest in 
1942, and she and her family went through the 
worst horrors of the war. Upon arrival in Israel 
in 1950, destitute, they lived in a canvas hut, but 
were glad to be alive. 

All Miriam’s studies were carried on by light 
of kerosene lamp, because they had no electricity. 

The family is very proud, and has refused to 
accept charity. Even the grant for Miriam’s high 
school education was not accepted until we ex- 
plained that it was a scholarship, which the girl 
had earned. 

She studies hard, and wants to help pull her 
family up to a more decent scale of life. 

SHALOM MIZRACHI lost both his parents be- 
fore he was 4 years old, and was raised in an in- 
stitution. He did so well at school, that the in- 
stitution financed him through two years of high 
school, but that was as much as they could do. He 
looked upon high school as the one chance to make 
something of himself, and become truly independ- 
ent. It seemed out of reach—until we heard of his 
case, and one of the generous American scholar- 
ships was given to him. 

YITZHAK FUAD’S father was a clothing store 
proprietor in Iraq, but he has not done well in Is- 

rae]. There are five other children, and Yitzhak’s 
ambition to become an engineer seemed quite re- 
mote. Event high school was out of the question.

As an act of desperation he enrolled and made 
good grades in all the entrance examinations—but 
lacked even the initial registration fee. 

Even before funds were available, we advanced 
the first payments, and since then he has vindi- 
cated our confidence in him. 

THESE ARE but random, typical cases of the 
young people of JIsrael—some of the  under- 
privileged who nevertheless have talents, abilities 
and potentialities which may make them valuable 
and creative citizens of Israel—if only they can 
get a high school education. 

This is not a prolonged campaign. I shall not 
return to the subject again until my report next 
year. But all who wish to help, whether individ- 
uals, or Keren Ami funds. or cthers, are welcome 
to join in this project. 

Average tuition for a year is $200, but partial 
scholarships will also be welcome. Every gift will 
be personally acknowledged. Please write to me 
at Post Office Box 4910, Haifa, Israel.

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CAN’T HAVE IT BOTH WAYS 


HIGH ON THE PROGRAM of the American Jewish 
Committee is an attack on the so-called power element in 
the general community which zealously guards the coun- 
try clubs and the junior leagues and the city clubs from 
Jewish infiltration. 

At the Committee’s convention last year, John Slaw- 
son condemned this kindof subtle, but effective, anti- 
Semitism. 

The answer of restricted groups has always been 
that they have a right to choose their own friends and as- 
sociates, a right which is given to the Jew as well as the 
non-Jew. 

THIS YEAR at the convention, Mr. Slawson took the 
same thesis a step further. These same exclusionists have 
been able to keep Jews out of the important industries of 
the nation. 

This, of course, is a situation which should be at- 
tacked, and the attack must be made at some time, which 
might as well be now. But neither Mr. Slawson, and per- 
haps his American Jewish Committee, nor for that matter 
The National Jewish POST and OPINION will very likely 
be around when any real change in this power apparatus 
comes about. In a democracy these subtle prejudices are 
the vestiges of. the nobility system, and since they serve 
as a device to guard the economic royalists from competi- 
tion, they are even more deeply entrenched. 

The Jewish historians who have been predicting what 
the Jewish community will be like in the year 2000 needed 
no prophetic vision to have been able to state with cer- 
tainty that this power element would be as invincible at 
that time as now and as it likely will be 100 or 200 years 
hence. 

NOW IF THIS POWER ELEMENT, which resists 
democratic change and precepts, is bad for the general 
community, it must be bad also for the Jewish community. 

Is there not some resemblance between the phenom- 
enon against which Mr. Slawson tilts his lance and the 
refusal of the American Jewish Committee, a publicly 
supported Jewish organization, to permit reporters to at- 
tend the sessions of its annual convention. 

Isn’t Mr. Slawson and the American Jewish Commit- 
tee setting itself up as a new kind of power element in 
the Jewish community, when it bars the press in the name 
of some non-existent pretense for privacy? 

THE COMMITTEE wants to have it both ways. 

It wants to be the champion of democracy before the 
world, but it wants to keep the press at a distance, feed- 
ing it handouts which have been watered down, rather 
than committing itself to the unseemly democratic process 
of reporters, some of them from the top newspapers of 
America. 

Even if a large portion of the Committee’s funds did 
not come from federation and welfare fund allocations, it 
would still be a mistake for Mr. Slawson to try to run his 
organization as an elite corps safe from the prying eyes of 
the reporters. 

What Mr. Slawson fears is really non-existent. We 
have an idea that he and his organization would be much 
better off if he’d lose his inordinate fear of one of the 
truly basic precepts of a functioning democracy—freedom 
of the press. 


POLICE BRUTALITY 


AS A POLICE REPORTER for a period of about four 
years on a daily newspaper, we learned the routine of the 
cop’s job at first hand. We rode with him in the speed- 
ing police patrol, watched him seize law breakers and then 
followed through the routine as the culprits were booked 
and then led off to confinement. 

The following day, we watched as the police court 
judge meted out punishment to petty criminals and pros- 
titutes and passed on to higher courts more serious of- 
fenders. 

WE KNOW then why it could mean the policeman’s 
life if he failed to act resolutely in seizing what appeared 
to be an innocent citizen who behind his modest mien har- 
bored a killer’s heart. We learned to understand why 
what some call police brutality was nothing of the sort, 
but rather a necessary evil in dealing with criminals. 

But this knowledge only confuses us when we read 
of the kind of brutality exercised by Israeli police in 
handling the Natorei Karta. If it weren’t for the fact that 
this brutality (NJP, May 2) was visited on two Americans, 
one a leading rabbi at that, and both of whom were merely 
bystanders at the demonstration in connection with the 
controversy over the swimming pool in Jerusalem, we 
might not be so inclined to believe the account. But Rabbi 
Solomon Reichman, who does not sympathize with the 
Natorei Karta, and his son have testified to the kind of 
uncalled for brutality which is almost unbelievable, not 
only in an Israeli policeman, but in the police of almost 
any civilized nation. 

WHEN THE YOUNGER Rabbi Reichman protested to 
the Israeli policemen for hitting a woman with a club, he 
himself was manhandled, beaten by four policemen and 
then whisked away incommunicado and beaten some more. 

We're reassured by the promise of an investigation 
by the minister of police, and we hope this untoward in- 
cident leads to a new approach by the Israeli police to 
wrengdoers who disturb the peace as demonstrators. 

But any kind of a whitewashing of the matter can 
only lead to further disrespect for the rights of the in- 
dividual, and a low estimate by the Jewish people of the 
world of the kind of a police system which reminds us 
enly too uncomfortably of the storm trooper. 
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TWO WEEKS AGO, we followed a sud- 
den urge which turned out to be most happy, 
to attend a week-end seminar of the Student 
Zionist organization, the body which rallies 
sentiment in favor of Israel among Jewish 
students on campuses throughout the U. S. 

The seminar was conducted at St. Clair, 
Mo., in the foothills of the Ozarks at an al- 
most ideal private collection of cottages 
owned by a number of successful Jewish men 
of St. Louis on the Merrimac River. 

It may have been Sara Feder’s place on 
‘the program, it may have been a more valid 
reason—the desire to see my eldest son make 
acquaintance with Zionist views and needs— 
but there we were Friday afternoon board- 
ing an Ozark Air Lines plane at Midway air- 
port in Chicago (Larry is a freshman at the 
University of Chicago). 

ARRIVING IN TIME for the Friday eve- 
ning meal, we went through two very stimu- 
lating days, studded with serious talks, danc- 
ing, singing, prayer services, and as enlight- 
ening a week end on not alone Israel, but 
also the American Jewish community, as you 
could imagine. 

There were unfortunate aspects to the 
seminar. Almost all of the few males in at- 
tendance were Israelis—not American Jew- 
ish students. The girls far outnumbered the 
boys, and the total attendance from about 
four universities was less than 30 in all. 

The kids were really not Zionistically 
oriented. In fact, when it came time to ex- 
press their views, it seemed that more than 
the majority there prefaced their remarks by 
Saying that they were not Zionists. 

BUT THIS GROUP got top-level treat- 
ment—mostly we would say by accident, 
rather than plan. 

Of course, you would expect Sara Feder 
(a past national president of the Pioneer 
Women) to be good. She’s on the faculty of 
the University of Missouri. But the surprise 
was her husband, Dr. Isadore Keyfitz, who 
is on the faculty of the Bible School at the 
University of Missouri, a position he has held 
for more than two decades, 

We doubt that there is anyone in the 
American Jewish community who has heard 
as many talks over the past quarter of a 
century of reporting for you as we. We've 
heard the best, and we've rested through 
some that did a better job than the most ef- 
fective sleeping pills. But we've rarely been 
privileged to hear such a dedicated man as 
Dr. Keyfitz. He is truly inspirational, even 
though he doesn’t use oratory and you ‘come 
away from hearing him quite transformed. 
The kids didn’t realize it, but they were 
getting a treat that is rarely dished out. 

On top of that, Dr. Leonard Prager, a 
member of the English faculty of Washing- 
ton University, stirred the young people up— 
as the rest of us also, by his denunciation of 
the treatment of the Arab refugees. It turns 
out that Lenny had served on the unseaworthy 
ships which brought , the illegal immigrants 
to Israel right under the noses of the British 
mandatory fleet. But he is a dyed-in-the-wool 
Socialist, and he bristled with his condemna- 
tion of Israel for following in the footsteps 
of the most brutal nations in their treat- 
ment of the Arabs, both within Israel and 
on her borders. 

It was a week end that left you almost

An educator in Is 
rael, he, too, is taking an advanced course 
at the University of Chicago in his field. 

The two were almost a match for Lenny, 
and if they would have called on me, per 
haps the three of us could have handled him, 

The idealist is the most difficult person 
to answer. He sees a perfect world, and the 
blemishes assume an importance that over- 
rides any balancing factors. 

The idealist is most likely to be the most 
arbitrary person there is, and Lenny made 
his charges as if only he had the courage té 
say these things and only he was right. Had 
he read The POST and OPINION and seen 
how often it criticizes what it feels may he 
wrongs and inadequacies in Israel, he might 
have had a little more humility. 


WE WANT TO ADD only this: In St 
Louis there is an ideal Zionist district, which 
calls itself the Maccabee Club. It’s like an 
elite corps of top Zionists, made up as it is 
of a select group of successful businessmen 
who have been stalwart Zionists for years, 

Where were their. sons and daughters 
this week end? How do they hope to keep 
Zionism alive in America if they don’t ar- 
range for their children to begin to take part 
in Zionist activities? 

It was our good fortune about four or 
five years ago to be the guest of David 
Macarov at the founding convention in New 
York, of the Student Zionist organization, the 
successor group to the IZFA. We know the 
difficulties facing such a body, and we are 
under no illusions about the prevalent atti- 
tude toward Zionism of the Jewish young 
people on the American campus, 

ON ALL SIDES we hear moans over the 
lack of interest of young people in Zionism. 
Who is to blame? 

The new generation of American Jewry 
has adopted a new attitude toward the young 
—they intend to see that their children get 4 
Jewish education, that they learn of the 
precious values in Judaism, and so forth. The 
old generation of Zionists were too occupied 
with more pressing tasks to worry about 
their children, and now they will pay the price 
—that is, unless they retrieve the error 48 
quickly as possible, lest Zionism on the Amer- 
ican scene become a minor factor in Amer 
ican Jewish life.

The attention of the Commis- 
sion on Jewish Chaplaincy has 
been drawn to an article which 
appeared in The National Jew- 
ish POST, Friday, Feb. 14, 1958, 
page 16. The article, wriiten by 
the POST’S Jerusalem corre- 
spondent, Amos ben Vered, is 
titled “U, S. Army Bias Against 
Jews—Israel Rabbi.” A copy of 
the article is attached. 


The Commission on Jewish 
Chaplaincy requests that an offi- 
cial inquiry be instituted to de- 
termine whether or not this press 
correspondent has quoted Chap- 
lain Goren correctly. It requests 
further that the results of this 
Inquiry be made known to it 
as quickly as possible, so that it 
may be in a position to make 
prompt and proper’ response 
about this matter to understand- 
ably vexed officials of the Armed 
Forces of the United States. 

It is difficult to believe that 
the senior chaplain of the Israeli 
defense forces would make such 
serious charges against the 
American Armed Forces on the 
basis of his brief contacts with 
these Forces during his recent 
visit to the- Uniteq States. As 
you probably know, the Commis- 
sion on Jewish Chaplaincy is the 
government -recognized agency 
which has ecclesiastical supervi- 
sion over chaplaincy and Jewish 
religious matters in the Ameri- 
can Armed Forces. At no time 





during Chaplain Goren’s visit 
did he contact this office to make 
inquiry about any of the false 
impressions listed in the POST 
article.

2. Rabbi Goren states that 
neither has he made any oral re- 
ports to religious groups on his 
trip nor has he voiced on any 
other occasion the criticisms of 
the U. S. Forces with regard to 
discrimination against the Jew- 
ish faith attributed to him. 


3. The only address given by 
Rabbi Goren to a civilian forum 
was at a closéd meeting of the 
Jerusalem Journalists associa- 
tion. This speech was off the rec- 
ord and not.for publication and 
in fact not a word of it was pub- 
lished in this country. 


4. For your personal informa- 
tion however, Rabbi Goren 
states that with regard to reli- 
gious affairs in the U. S. Army, 
he commented on the positive 
attitude of the U. S. military au- 
thorities towards religious needs 
in general and those of soldiers 
of the Jewish faith in particu- 
lar. 


5. With regard to West Point, 
he mentioned that there were 
compulsory church parades, the 
Jewish cadets attending services 
in a common house of worship. 
This building is close to the 
grave of Col. Marcus Stone who 
fell in the Israel war of inde- 
pendence. 


6. In answer to a question 


whether the Pentagon Jewish 
Army chaplain had accompanied 
him on his visit there, Rabbi 
Goren replied that he had been 
escorted on that occasion by a 
Jewish Army chaplain trom a 
Wa: ington hospital, the Penta- 
gon chaplain being a Reserve 
officer, called up for regular 
duty only in times of emerg- 
ency. He emphasized that here 
also he had been most favorably 
impresseq by the friendly and 
co-operative attitude of the au- 
thorities towards religious sol- 
diers and Army chaplains. 

7. In view of the above you 
will agree with me that Amos 
ben Vered was guilty not only 
of a breach of faith in publish- 
ing what he did, but also of com- 
pletely misrepresenting Aluf 
Mishne Goren’s views and opin- 
ions. P

of public relations in the Israeli 
ministry of defense is read care- 
{fully, it will be seen that two 
;points quoted by me _ from 
Rabbi Goren’s report were both 
presented correctly. The grave 
of Col. Marcus (“Stone”) ‘is in 
the graveyard at West Point, 
where he was laid to rest in 
accordance with his last will.

Split Over 
Shehita Bill

NEW YORK (NJP)—With Or- 
thodox groups optimistic that 
they will win their battle against 
the humane slaughtering bill 
now before Congress, a_ split 
in the Jewish community has 
developed over the measure. 

An Orthodox spokesman told 
The POST and OPINION that 
the American Jewish Commit- 
tee and the B’nai B'rith have 
come out in opposition to the 
bill. 

The Conservative and Reform 
wings of Judaism are believed 
to favor the measure as does 
the American Jewish Congress. 

The Orthodox objection to the 
bill is that inevitably such a law 
would lead to a demand for a 
ban against ritual slaughtering 
despite the fact that the measure 
stipulates that ritual slaughter- 
ing is considereqd humane. 

The rabbis also expressed the 
view that another section 
of the law which deals with the 
handling of livestock before 
kosher slaughter is in conflict 
with Jewish practice. 

Solomon Sharfman, president 
of the Rabbinical Council of 
America, told Sen. William El- 
lender’s Senate agricultural 
committee, which is consider- 
ing the bill, that he knew of 
no language that could be writ- 
ten into the bill to overcome Or- 
thodox objections. Sen. El 
lender has complained that he 
has never been pressured s0 
much as he has on this bill.
